Secondly, It would present a unified 
voice for the issues which concern 
Florida collegiates. 
The third operation would be to 
lobby for or against different acti- 
vities which wouldbe of major con- 
cern to the represented institutions. 
The fourth concern would be to 
unite with other educational organi- 
zations to further common goals. 
Number five would be to provide a 
common public forum for the college 
youth of the state. 
According to Glendening, the pur- 
posed FCS would be able to develop 
a powerful force in state politics. 
"Model legislation drafted by the 
FCS will be backed by the full 
strength of the associated students 
bodies, numbering perhaps 40 to 50 
thousand people," he added. 
The structure of the proposed 
senate, which is still being worked 
out, will be similar to the Florida 
Senate with an apportioned nwnbei^ 
ship, Glendednlng said. 

Continuing Glendening saia that the 
group working on the proposed 
senate has "invited comments, 
opinions, suggestions and offers of 
involvement by iBiePBSIied stu- 
dents."

approach. The practical supponers 
of the negative income tax contend 
that it is the simplest, the most 
efficient, the most dignified and, 
in the long run, perhaps the least 
expensive way to end poverty for 
the nation as a whole. 
In turn, the oi^sltlon to this Idea 
is also based on {Ailosqriiical and 



practical grounds. Clearly, a 
guaranteed income flies squarely in 
the face of the Puritan ethic. Tbe 
central question is "should society 
agree to redeem everyone from 
poverty, even including those wbo 
who have not woiited at all and do 
not choose to do so 7" 

As one columnist has noted. "That 
Is the phllosoidiical bone that stick's 
in society's throat. It nnist be swal- 
lowed before the prlnc^des of a 
guaranteed Income for all can be 
realized." The second part of the 
opposition's aigtnnent Is practical. 
It is based on concern over eqwcted 
administrative problams, costs, etc. 

The philosophical questions will 
have to be worked out on an Indi- 
vidual basis. Certainly, one can not 
point to certain facts and conclude 
that this or diat value is bsatr and 
that all mankind (or at least all of 
the U.S.) should adopt one 
philosophy. However, the jvactlcal 
points oi siqipon and opposition for 
die guaranteed Income — or "the 
negative income tax," if you 
prefer— can, hopefully, be rationally 
examined with the intention of ar- 
riving at a conclusion that this plan 
is or is not better dm our present 
system. 

This writer finds the evidence to 
lean strongly in support of the 
guaranteed income. Both sides will 
be premitsd in my next column.

'Cat On Roof? Opening 

■ by STEVE NIHtfEYER 

University Theater opens its season on Oct. 12 wltli Tennessee 
Williams' "Cat on a Hot Tin Roof." Peter Saputo, instructor of speech, 
directs this play with a painstaking Intent to tell the viewers that "Cat ' 
Is not just one more contemporary drama about 20th century man s 
problems of breaking through what other societies have ainadf exper- 
ienced. This Is a play of local action— In the Mlssiss^i delta—diet can 
be related to all the advantages and disadvantages of life; the point, 
however, is to see how some people (key people to this play) have adjusted 
to the sore spots of raw environment. 

This raw environment (crude In tiie sense that human beings are caught 
In the act of being human beings) Is of the natural resources type, rather 
than the refined type of pure virtue. The play is not to be denied its 
exemplars or paragons of didacticism. What moral instrucUon there is. 
Is natural. If an audience has to look for a lesson in a theatrical produc- 
tion, then it may miss the conflict and tension that arise out (tf the Bead 
for the lesson. It Is one of the aims of drama to accomplish both of these: 
statement of problem and some kind of resolution; sometimes snbtley. 
and other times, more explicitly. Character portrayal is as con^^ex as 
Its offspring, analysis. I think it best to Judge a play by its scheme and 
depth — by what It offers, rather than by what it n^lectt to oOwr. 
Obviously, a play entirely devoid of moral princ4>Ies Is mor^lstlc Of 
Inversion, by the cancellation of Its negative outlook. 

To be truthful, the goal of a theatrical production is to SO pra^idlcc 
the audience about the revelation of role and message that the director 
leaves no question In anyone's mind as to the Interpretation of an author's 
play. Then, It Is easily seen that It Is the playwright who is responsible 
for creating the play, whereas It Is 
the director who acmally gives voice 
and appearance to the author's 

mouth. For example. If Arthur ^^^B H STEVE 
Miller writes an essay and states ^^^^f ^ NIEMEYER 

that his play, "Death of a Salesman,'' 
is a tragedy, that Is his opinion as 
a critic, and not as an author. The _ . ^ 

value of his comments In such acaseare not automatically equal to those 
of other critics. Even If Miller said In the play itself that it wai a tragady, 
this would not have to be believed by everyone. The inslgtit 0< one char- 
acter is subject to disagreement by another. On the otlier liapd. the 
director of a play is not Infallible. Thus, the director works with ■ text 
that Is the ultimate product of an author. Once the auihor commits his 
talents to the writing of this text, and drivers It to tht poblle for coana^ 
tlon. It Is out of his hands. . ^ 

This may seem to be controversial to a number of people, aadtadeed. 
It Is. Quot auctores, quot sententiae. (There are Just as many writers as 
there are opinions.) 

The audience of "Cat on aHoiTtoRoo<" will be famiUar on a fi rwttand 
basis, I am sure, with such tUn^ as liquor, lies, Intasrltlng wtatM, 
having babies, and not having babies. To get your money's worth for die 
play (this presumpdoninsiststfattthsttrelsartas well as entertainment), 
you must become aware of what Is at stake. I am going to offer onm subject 
for you to tUnk about beforeyouMeand dAic abo« the play (<»■ posslbty. 
my play review on Oct. 18). ^ 

The topic is general: pec^le ndio ace cats. A cat may be a Und of 
person yibo was made that way through loving what^ be never had. Madame 
Bovary is one of the archetypes of die cat. The cat. diough he is wary of 
everyone, is noore offeaalve than deCenatve. The role involves a certain 
amount of clawhK out of dw past, usually at the leisure of convenience 
(tf odier people ofhli^ier station. To l)e sure, exiatence has to be scratched 
out eye for eye; what is gahwd is always in jfiopai^ of behig lost. &ich 
a person is indigenously opportunistic — a f oroi na seafcer, aa It were, 
who pulls die good over the eyes of adversity. 

Cats are nervous because they must wallc the fence In order to make 
any mileage; they are apple-polishers becuise they have known too many 
worma on dia oppoatta alda; they are canttois because oven greed could 
ruin their entire acheme. Cata do not try to change other people; rather 
they use otlier people bf getting diem to like them. All of these techniques 
of the cat are subservient to life-at-large: marriage, family, occupation, 
f mi avocations. 

In Williams* play I do not think that you will find any cliaracters who 
are not tnie to life. Take them as they are (accept them, you do not have 
to like tham)^ and make the moat of it. This involves an element of tnist 
in the laugelty dt dw playwi%^.ToquesUonllfe as he sees it. Is to deny 
yourself die Wtg*"* of another person. To point this up, and to capsulize 
the play In a very brief way, ronember that Maggie says: "Big Daddy 
is what he is." This Is probabty the primary predication in the pUy.

Including someexcellent sonnets, all 
dealing with sex or excrement. A 
reverent gleam came into his eye as 
he said, "I once did some ghost- 
writing for the 'Hot Nuts'."

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An Open Letter To The Student Body 

Students and Friends of The Florida State University who attended the Beach Boys Show 
in Tolly Gym last Thursday night ore due on apology and on explonotion. This letter is intended 
to give both. 

Our apology is brief. No one regrets that performance more than we do. No one realizes 
mote than we do the damage done to the image of our Student Entertainment Series. 

Our explanation is more lengthy, and we ask your indulgence in reading it in its entirety. 
It is quite usual for "name" entertainers to provide a supporting act on their tours. 
This was the cose when The Four Preps appeared with Henry Mancini; when the Young Amer- 
icans appeared with Johnny Mathis; when The Modern Folk Quartet teamed with Peter Nero. It 
is generally assumed that such names could ill-afford to be associated with an inferior act, so 
no effort is made to identify the supporting act. Actually, the information is seldom available 
at the time the "name" is contracted for. The usual procedure is for an agency to pair one of 
its new, good acts trying to establish a name and give it the necessary "exposure" in associa- 
tion with an established "name". Often this supporting act turns out to be better than the name 
attraction! 

The pre-intermission act was completely unpardonable. It was without talent, without 
taste, and devoid of any entertainment value. It was insulting to fhe intelligence and taste of 
our student body. It is to the credit of the management of the Beach Boys that their rood manager, 
Dick Duryea, went to the stage and ordered that tK|> act be concluded immediotely. 

Mr. Duryea proceeded our stage manager, who had the same intention, by only a minute. 
The stage manager was concerned at the possible damage being inflicted on the equipment in 
the dancer's use of the microphone as a football. His attempts to balance the mike on his toe 
and his aerial "dribling" of the mike may have accounted for some of the sound trouble we 
experienced during the second half of the show. 

.The sound trouble, however, resulted primarily from the fact that the Beach Boys were 
not familiar with a sound system based on "saturated" sound. This is a system utilizing a large 
number (36 in our case) of overhead speakers, operated at medium to low volume, and placed in 
such a manner that all areas of the gym are blanketed by the pattern of sound woves at the some 
time and intensity. This kind of system is ideal for Tully Gym becouse it precludes the problems 
of echo and delayed sound, which so often make it unsatisfactory to use a large area, such as a 
gymnasium, for an auditorium. 

The Beach Boys, and most other entertainers of this type, ore accustomed to performing 
* with the Altec-Lansing type of sound system -- large horns placed singly or in clusters, which 

1^ blast the ears of patrons in the front row in order to be heard faintly by those seated at the back. 

Sound amplified in this manner practically rattles the eardrums of the performers. 

When the Beach Boys could scarcely hear themselves in Tully, they decided the audience 
could not possibly hear them beyond the third row and insisted that the volume should be turned 
up to peak volume below feed-back. Consequently, when their already amplified instruments 
were combined with their voices, feed-back resulted.. The Boys also discovered thot if they 
grabbed the neck of the stick mikes they could produce a generous amount of static. They played 
these two technicalities for all they were worth. In our opinions this was just another demonstra- 
tion of the unprofessional quality of their performance. 

A letter strongly protesting the whole show has been forwarded to the agency from which 
the show was booked. Appropriate officials of SUSGA (Southern Universities Student Government 
Association), the Association of College and University Concert Managers, and the Association 
of College Unions-international, have been advised of the incident, in order that they may alert 
other member institutions. 

Protest has also been made with the booking agency with regard to the misleading in- 
fonnotion carried by the Beach Boys' posters, which make no suggestion of a supporting act. 

An appeal is hereby made to the maturity and good judgement of you, the Florida State 
Student Body, to place this experience in its proper perspective -- along with the recent perfor- 
mances by Henry Mancini; Johnny Mathis; Peter, Paul and Mary: and others. 

In turn, we pledge our continuing effort to bring to our campus the finest popular enter- 
tainment available on the college circuit -- But Without your support, oil of our efforts ccm 
accomplish nothing.

of the various administrators. 

In faa, paternalism, In loco paren- 
tis and relater viewpoints can be 
definitely harmful to the majority 
of the student body. A case in point 
is organized student activities. 
From the viewpoint of in loco par- 
entis many administrators see or- 
ganized student activity in terms of 
"preparation for later on." This 
means that the students are expected 
to Involve themselves in a make- 
believe laboratory world of student 
activities, like Student Government, 
where they cmi [nractlce being a 
citizen. 

However, for any decision to con- 
stitute a useful learning experience, 
the individual making the decision 
should at least sense the respon- 
sibility for Its consequences. In our 
world of Student Government spe- 
cifically, there can be no certain 
consequences of a given decision 
because some dean has final con- 
trol rather than the student sup- 
posedly making the decision. 

This "let's pretend" has some 
value as a teaching method, but its 
main advantage is in the preser- 
vation of the status quo, the main- 
tainance of harmony with legisla- 
tors, rich alumni and worried par- 
ents and not in Its value as a teach- 
ing method fat a democratic so- 
ciety. 

A second derived viewpoint is the 
familiar but now somewhat discred- 
ited "privilege theory" of college 
attendence. Here the University jus- 
tifies in loco parentis by arguing 
that attendence at a university is 
"a privilege, not a right" (remind- 
ing one of the signs in some lo- 
cal business establishments reading 
"We reserve the right to refuse 



lives to Its immediate effects as 
wen as to Its contimilng effects on 
our world view. Althougji the Uni- 
versity has a substantiaUy legally 

founded right to act In loco parentis, 

It does not have the legal respon- 
sibility to do so and, in fact, its 
legal right to act In loco parentis 
varies from case to case and court 
to court. 

The doctrine of in loco parentis 
is not irrevocable but its demise 
awaits student action whidi isfirm- 
ly committed to destroying it.

Friedlander Explains 



Firsdy, it is necessary to make a 
more concrete separation betmen 
my reasons for resigning and tbe 
allegations which I made in Wed- 
nesday's FLAMBEAU. As the head- 
lines stated, my re s lgi a tto n was 
tended for personal reaaons. I ham 
found It impossible to continue slot- 
ting time to both my snidlet and ts 
the duties of my office. 

It has been pointed out that the 
use of my restgiarhm as an occasion 
n> editorallze was in poor uste. 
Pert^s so. But I will deal with 
- .e statement only. Some have con- 
strued it as a personal attack i^pon 
the court. Nothing could be finrdier 
from the truth. In my dealings with 
the Honor Court, which have spanned 
a period in vrtiicfa several of die 
seats have dianged hands. Ihavehet 
to, encounter a more oonsetenttous 
group. To those who hsve been 
personally affected by my state- 
ments I owe my deepest i^logles. 

My position is not in conflict with 
the policies of the court, but rather 
with a system that sports, in my 
opinion, many imperfections. Once 
again it is merely an opinion. Un- 
fortunately, my use of the word 
motivation has stirred a con- 
troversy. Admittedly, it was a mis- 
take. In my statement of Oct. 5, 



I referred to "deciding on moti- 
vation" when In faa my reference 
was too Intent. Although my feeling 
is still qMi» strong, that deciding 
intent is tricky and often unsatis- 
fying business, motivatisn (ac- 
ooidiiv to Webstsf) is a ififferent 
diiniccntirsly. 

In aiidng for a sober evaluation of 
our present system, 1 have cast an 
unfavorable li^t upon the members 
of the oourtTFor diis 1 am sorry. 
My views upon criminal proceeding^ 
have been called everything Cram 
Utopian to inhuman and yet they are 
still my views. I hope for a court 
that can decide vpoa facts wl>ether 
people are guilty of offenses. For 
this to happen, evidence must be 
much more soidiisticaied thim that 
which Is available currently. Hiis is 
obviously not the fsult of our pre- 
sent Honor Coun. It is not the 
fault of the Solicitor General, or of 
the Chief Justice, or of the Dept. 
of Can^us Security. It is die fault 
of a system as old as time, a 
system in which people are judged 
by other people. And the j u dg m e nt s 
are bound to be as imperfect as 
the people who pronounce diem. 
1 should not e^qpect our Immediate 
environment to be any more refined 
than our world.

Intensive Guarding 



Security Covers Campus

Ten days of extra-intensive cam- 
pus guarding surround the FSU-U 
of F football skirmish to be played 
tomorrL'W afternoon. 

The vigilance began last Saturday 
at 6 p.m. and wiUend Monday moni- 
Ing at 6 a.m. 

Half of the campus security staff 
plus a number of members of the 
Tallahassee Citizens' Band Radio 
Service Club (CB) have been patrol- 
ling three "vital" areas from the 
onset of dusk until well past day- 
break. 

The specified areas have been the 
scene of several acts of vandalism 
In the past. Chief Officer of Campus 
Security WiUiam Tanner has sta- 
tioned at least one man in each of 
the regions during the evmlog and 
morning hours. 

Areas receiving special attoitlon 
are Cam{d)ell Stadhmi, Including 
the Florida High School vicinity; 
the Union complex and pool area, 
which also takes in Salley Htll and 
other mens' dorms; and the complete 
block on wUch Westcon BJk^ Is 
situated. 

Under the special security sjrstem, 
one CB member and at least one 
police officer contlmiaU^ patrol 
their assigned areas. 

CB members, who have no iwwer 
to question the public, can only re- 
port to their co-ordlnator. ^rrtx) is 



stationed at die campus security 
headiiuarters and can, in turn, relay 
the location and situation to the 
officer In chaise. 

Another officer may then be dis- 
patched to tlie scene to check the 
circumstance legally. 

The CB receives much credit for 
the quality of the additional campus 
protection, said Tanner. As it is, 
even with the 12-hour a day help 
contributed by the CB's, Tanner's 
Staff of 20 is woxUog on 12-liour 
shifts. 

At the peak of the concentration 
of coverage — the day of the game — 
campus security policemen can ex- 
pect to work a straight 36 hours 
with no breaks except to eat. 

"The CB," said Tanner, "has al- 
most doubled the strength of the 
alert in addition to increasing the 
cooperation between the Unlverstty 
and the community." 

"1 am most impressed with the 
entliusiasm and spirit of tliese peo- 
ple who have volunteeredtlisir sleep 
and family time to FSU." 

Proud of the project, Tanner 
{flralsed his staff, each of whom is 
putting In some 80 hours per week 
in their "belief and interest in the 
University." 

An example of the efficiency of 
the procedure took place sometime 
last Friday, said Grady Toler,

ciiairman of the communication sub- 
committee of the CB disaster com- 
mittee and director of the security 
program for the CB. 

Even before the watch was officially 
inaugurated, a CB member discov- 
ered a gate to Campbell Stadium 
left open. Upon his report an officer 
was sent to the arena and found "Go 
Gators" written across the 50-yard 
line with gasoline. 

Patrolmen look out forcars In sus- 
picious places with U of F registra- 
tion stickers, Alachua County 11.- 
cense platas and U of F tmmfrr 
stickers, said Toler. 

So far n j significant incldentj have 
been discovered. A fewfalse altrrns, 
including the queetlonlng of two U of 
F football coaches In the stadium 
parking lot, have been reported. A

farent places, said Toler, 

The usual traffic controls durlnf 
the gam* will be foUowad, said Tan- 
ner. With the coopcfatlo* of tbe 
Florida Higfaaray Patrol. Tnlti^i 
see City Police Dast. Laos County 
Sheriff's Dept. aodttoFlorMalMgh- 
way Patrol Auxiliary, tha stadkiai 
area will be well-scrutinized ffom 
8 a.m. tomorrow morning until the 
Stadium Is cleared after the game. 

Officers will be stationed at con- 
course exits to be alert to prob- 
lems In the stands during the play- 
ing. Tanner continued. At the end 
of the fourth quarter, the officers 
will form a ring around the ttekl 
to prevent a spectator rush. 

"Experience hss showed us that If 
any trouble develops, that's where 
it would be, explained Tanner. 
Tanner said that campus security 
is not expecting any trouble. "We 
do not oppose good spirited rivalry; 
we do oppose senselMS acts of 
destruction." 

He was referring to acts "com- 
mitted with the thought that it is 
fun but that are actually ctnnes 
against the State." 

In past years, said Toler, the Union 
Bidg. had been painted by pranksters 
and had to be sandblasted, leavliig 
the brick discolored. 
Tanner estimated that a $25 bill 
would be charged by maintenance 
alone to clean out and repaint the 
often dye-cast Westcott fountain. 
He concluded, however, that he had 
commended tbe conduct of both FSU 
and U c< F students In a public 
letter to the FLAMBEAU two years 
ago when the competition was here. 
During that year, there were no 
"incidents to speak of." 
Tanner encouraged student* to be 
good hosts and to set an example 
for the visiting U dl F rooters. 

"Our relationship with Floridacan 
be a pleasant one in tudte of the 
rivalry." he ended.

After howling all week about piercing U of F's 
Albert with a well-known household object. FSU's 
gallant football team received the spiral shaft in its 
own belly. 

Sour grapes is one thir^, but visible, black-and- 
white, living proof is another. Pictures on page one 
of this issue show in vivid, bitter detail that Lane 
Fenner caught the 55-yd. Gary Pajcic pass with both 
feet in bounds and in the everlovin' end zone, 

V-'hat abont protesf? Well, truth is that no p'-<;'':;st 
machinery exists on such a play, because it's strict- 
ly a "judgment" call, albeit painfully errant judg- 
ment in this situation. The head referee can over- 
rule a decision but, unfortunately, he was farther 
from the play than the official who called it. 

In the words of Vaughn Mancha, FSU athletic dir- 
ector, "The decision is done, and we've got to swal- 
low it." If there were any chance of a successful 
protest, you can be sure that Mancha would have 
pursued it. 

Small solace though it be, there have been far 
worse "judgment*' calls in college football. Tom 
Nugent, former Seminole head gridiron coach, had 
this befall him at U of Maryland not long ago: his 
quarterback faked the fullback into the middle and 
then carried the ball bootleg-style into the end zone, 
in full view of 50,000 people. But. the official had 
whistled the ball dead when the faking fullback was 
tackled. And, so help me, the TD was nullified. 

Well, the fault lies not so much with the official 
as it does upon the Southeastern Conference rule- 
making group which allows such despicable decisions 
to be final. There are such things as Polaroid cameras, 
you know. They should be stationed at critical points 
on the field, and pictures examined in doubtful plays. 

Alabama lost a nationally-televised game last year 
to Georgia 18-17 when an official failed to perceive 
that a Bulldog's knee had touched earth. Alabama men- 
tor Bear Bryant is the tou^est-minded cuss in all 
football, many say, yet he swallowed the bitter pill 
and did not protest. 

Hence, it appears that we are the victims of an 
SEC ruling group that leaves error-prone officials 
with the burden of making final judgments from fog- 
gy-eyed glimpses of the ball 10 to 15 yds. away.

Ethical Debate: New School vs. Old 



In this writer's last column a 
discussion of the guaranteed income 
(or negative income tax, as It is 
sometimes called) was begun. To- 
day I will continue this discus- 
sion bv examining tte ratkmale be- 
hind the proposal. 

Dr. Milton Friedman ( a conser- 
vative, incidentally) is one of the 
leading supporters of this plan. 
He argues that if the government 
must support the poor (as we have 
apparently decided it must), than 
let it do so with a minimum dis- 
ruption of the market mechanism 
and a maximum of free choice. 
The guaranteed income, when com- 
pared with other assistance plans, 
best fits into a free market and a 
free choice. Friedman sees this 



are degrading and demeaning to 
human dignity. They require hu- 
miliating investigations and contin- 
uing policing efforts. 

TTie guaranteed income appears to 
overcome most of these disadvan- 
tages. It would provide a uniform 
plan throughout the nation and would 
eliminate literally hundreds of du- 
plicating and overlappingprograms. 

This plan would he easy to ad- 
minister and woLiId save as much 
as $300 million a '.ear in admin- 
istrative costs alone. Hie Internal 
Revenue Service would simpl> make 
payments against "non-income re- 
turns" Just as it makes collections 
on the basis of present income re- 
turns.

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SDS Only Active Chapter

Of the three major organizations of the new left that are active in our 
part of the South, the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee (SNCC), 
the Southern Student Organizing Committee (SSOC) and the Students for 
a Democratic Society (SDS), only the latter, SDS, has an active chapter 
at FSU. Therefore, an understanding of SDS, as the representative of the 
new left on campus, should be of interest and value to FSU. 

The following excerpts fr. m various SDS publications concerning the 
war, the draft and social values cannot serve as an effective Introduction 
to SDS goals and tactics, nor should they be taken as SDS dogma, but 
should at least serve to Illustrate the style and some of the attitudes 
that are characteristic of SDS, both nationally and at FSU. 

'The war (in Vietnam) must be stoppedll.' its continuance, at a cost 
in excess of $16 billion fvr this year, precludes the possibility of ending 
poverty in this country; its continuing enhancement of the military estab- 
lishment Increases the militarization of the sociery; the governments' 
attempts to legitimatize it and quell opposition to it reinforce an irrational 
f' reign policy and further concentrate more and more power In the hands 
of fewer and fewer people. As long as this war, and the assumptions 
behind the foreign policy it is resultant from, continue-. It is not possible 
to create an .American sociery, the resources of which are directed 
toward the ending of material wants and the development of a tnjly 
democratic and libenarian society." (Call for National Protest Against 
the War...; August, 1966) 

"We are opposed to the draft, and believe that it should be abolished. 
We are opposed to a system under which a group of men can compel 
another man, who has had no voice in their decision, to renounce his 
liberty and risk his life-blood for a cause which is not his. 
"it is our belief that the draft injures our whole society, and we are in 
sympaLhy with and suppon of all young men who refuse to equate their 
responsibility to a free society with obligation to assist in military 
aggression." (Joint SNCC-SDS statemoit by Stokely Carmichael and Carl 
Ugiesby: July, 1966) 

"We would replace power rooted in possession, privileged ur circum- 
stance by power and uniqueness rooted in love, reflectiveness, reason 
and creativity, .^is a social system we seek the establishment uf a demo- 
cracy of individual partlclparlnn, government by twn central aims: that 
the individual share in th...se social decisions determining the quality 
and direction of his life; that suciety be organized to encourage indepen- 
dence In man and provide the media for their common partic4>atlon." 
(The Port Huron Statement, SDS; 1962) 

"The commitment of SDS, and of the whole generation we represent, 
is clear; we are anxious to help and to change our country; we refuse 
to destroy someone else's country. We are fully prepared to volunteer 
to go into Watts to work with the people of Watts to rebuild that neigh- 
borhood .. .We volunteer to help the Peace Corps learn, as we have been 
learning, how to energize the hungry and desperate and defeated of the 
world... We volunteer to serve in hospitals and schools in the slums, in 
the Job Corps and Vista..." (Statement .-f Paul Bo.ith, SDS .Natl, nal 
Secretary; October, 1965) 

"SDS is an association of young people <.f the left. It seeks ti. create a 
sustained c.mmunity of educational and political concern; one bringing 
together llnerals and radicals, activists and scholars, students and 
faculty. It maintains a vision of a democratic society, where at all levels 
the people have control of the decisions which affect them and the re- 
sources on which they are dependent. It seeks a relevance through the 
continual focus on the realities and on the program necessary to effect 
change at the most basic levels -A economic, political and social organ- 
ization. It feels the urgency to put forth a radical, democratic program 
whose methods embody tlie democratic vision."

First, let me try to clearup a mis- 
conception aixiut tbefood plan. 1 have 
talked to several people on the food 
plan whi have classes straight 
through the regular serving hours. 
Many of the pe- pie th . ught that since 
they had a class, they missed their 
meal. This is a false assumption. 

Zachery Skokos, director of Food 
Services, recently told me of the 
plan they bad worked out to try to 
help the students in this position: If

Students Die 

(AP) It is predicted tbst by the 
end of the year, 1,000 college and 
university students wUl have oom- 
miaed suicide. An estimated 9,000 
more will have attempted >elf- 
destruction and 90,000 more will 
r.ave threatened it. 
These figures, made public by the 
editors of "Moderator," are baaed 
on a survey of campus rqwrts and 
suicide literature. 
Dr. Ell Bower, psychologist of 
the National Institiae of Mental 
Health, stated that these predictions 
were "reasonable." The hl^ 
figures were blamed on the psy- 
chological "pressure cooker" which 
exists on American campuses today. 
The editors of "Moderator" dte 
"an outmoded system of higher 
education and generally inadequate 
etaapua mental health facilities" 
as prime causes of die situation.

Bill Gammon, who played Brick, 
Gail Gour, who played Maggie, and 
Joe Haas, who played Daddy, gave 
what can be called a creditable 
performance for a level of drama 
above that which can be referred 
to as collegiate. 

Miss Gour was weak in many of 
her early opening-act lines, but as 
the violence betv/een her and the 
character called Brick grew, she 
became a dark-haired creature 
named Maggie. 

And, she was Maggie, except for 
a few slipping moments, until the 
final curtain. 

Gammon's opening lines were de- 
livered far better than any others, 
but then he faltered, only for a 
few nionients, before he took a 
respectable command of the 
emotions of Brick. He then had no 
trouble moving himself through the 
remaining sections of the play. 

Haas completed his part with an 
ease unknown to both Gammon and 
Miss Gour. He stepped onto the stage 
quickly, delivered his lines with 
the touches of a professional and 
then was gone. 

If a single player had to be selected 
as "the most outstanding of the 
play, Haas would be it, at least for 
the opening night performance. 

Big Mama, who was created on 
the stage by Cissy Dixon, deserves 
special recognition also, .\lthough 
she wasn't on a par with the other 
three the first time through, she 
should be by the aeoond or tiiird 
night. 

As for the supporting characters — 
Pat Egan, Gooper; Kathryn Fleming, 
Mae; Joey Rosendo, Rev. Tooker; 
ard Jerold Gray , Dr. B augh — their's 
was what could be called "good" 
performances for a ooU^ie pro- 
duction. 

But, these supporting characters 
at times distracted from the pre- 
sentation of the major parts ibe 
play.

'Direction ProfessionaV 

By STEPHEN J. NEMEYER 

Mr. Peter Saputo's direction of Tennessee WlUlams' play, "Cat On 
A Hot Tin Roof," Is as professional as the reputation of the University 
Theater. For the past four weeks I have watched the anatomy of a 
production: stress and strain, people sick with colds and flu stUl trying 
to give their damdest, and above all, a magnificent spirit of cooperation 
that exists between the cast and the crew. There Is no doubt In my mind 
that everyone has given his extreme talent to the sucCMt of "Cat"; 
that Is, insofar as a human being can be tj-uJy dedicated. 
Saputo's Interpretation of the play can best be summarized as an 
Interesting guidance of actors who seem to understand what it is that 
tiiey say. His direction is certainly concerned with good timing, symiwlic 
assistance to the dialogue through the use of technical theatre, a desire 
to make little details (not so little to real people) obvious to the audience 
(such as what actors are doing when their backs are turned) and allowing 
the actor to be the person he portrays, rather than being an actor — tating 
him vary his presentation if his mood varies. 

On the other hand, he la definitely more Involved with the words of 
the script in relation to the stage business than in relation to delivery 
be the actors. He trusts the actors to be good actors. The content of 
the lines seems to be acted out; occasionally, there is a powerful sight- 
sound combination that does not involve other characters or lighting 
or sound or even stagecraft. Some notable "helps" are: (1) when Brick 
plays lion tamer against Maggie the Cat and raises a chair In pseudo- 
defense of her threats. This is more symbolic than practical. (2) Brick 
does not push Maggie around intellectualh , but he does ph\sicalh. 
Despite the changes wrought by liquor and continence, Maggie is still 
a woman and Brick is still a man. And (3) when Brick chooses not to 
face Big Mamma, he sometimes runs into the offstage bathroom to hide 
from her lies — lies that she Is not aware of. 

In short, Saputo heeds the advice ol Sir Tyrone Guthrie: "The audience 
has to be shown where, at a given Instant, it must look; to what, at a given 
Instant, It must listen for." ItisSaputo who focuses the attention in order 
that the vlavers are totally cognizant of tbe mood. . .the niessage. . .the 
meaning. 

There may be some question as to the exact element of homosexuality 
in the play. Saputo said: "Brick is thought of as one who is in a state 
of moral paraUsis due to his misunderstanding of his friendship with 
Skipper and Maggie's hardline comments. Brick is an alcoholic; he is 
not a homosexual." 

There Is justification for the director's ending; viz., in act one Maggie 
promises her husband that later In the night she will tell him that she 
loves him, when he has had -nore to drink. The chances of having a 
baby that night do not obliterate Brick's condition, iie knows that he will 
get more liquor the next day. "Things," however, are not resolved. 
Neither Is the problem of human life. Big Daddy realizes that "*e 
human being is a beast that dies," 
If you have seen the play, you know that on that stage you see twentieth 
century man— \our fellow man— who is no more perfea than you. Then, 
if you must think of the actors as peofde spoutfaig lines, tidnic how you 
yourself spout lines. 
Bill Gammon of Bristol, Tenn., as Brick, is a restless cripple, a 
drinking athlete that takes three falls on the boards and is made somewhat 
Wiser by his father, his wife. . .and hi-.self. We do not know that he 
really changes at the end of the play. He repeats Big [Jaddv's statement: 
"Wouldn't that be funny if it were true." We might feel that the whole 
cycle wiU begin again. We at least know that the truth has been faced. 
Gammon's composure looked like he must bave fAt; he sounded out 
his mendacity of disgust. I was convinced. 

Gail Gour, as Maggie, has the catty talk, the walk, the appearance and 
the body of one who is frustrated because "her husband won't go to 
bed with her." Some of her lines were not too easily understood, but 
then, cats are seen more than heard. I do not go looking for symbols; 
if they seem natural to me, then I mention them. Maggie portraCs some 
fantastic "dramatic monologues" all by herself. The pla% would not 
be the same without Gall. Her ability to improvise while chancing 
dotfaes. gazing in a mirror or "stalking her prey" Is appreciated. 
Joe Haas of Charlottle, N.C. as Big Daddy Is seen as a man who made 
himself what he is. He knows so securely that what he has Is his and 
that he is not afraid to level with anyone about "truth." At times, 
Joe acts more like Burl Ives than Big Daddy; sometimes he sugarccats 
the lines that Big Daddy framed on the merits of his own life as a big 
man. Nevertheless, Joe carries the play on his own talent. He exposes 
medwd-actlng as a fiction. Those of who you saw his real tears and heard 
his dwked-up voice on opening night, when he discovered that he had 
cancer, will not forget the worth and value of a human being. The 
dominating feeling is there. The power of life before death is too 
courageous and bewildering to miss. 

Cissy Dixon of Dunedln, as Big Mamma, is extremely endearing as a 
woman who loves and Is lovable. Her native laugh and natural manner run 
the gwuit of human emotion and response. She is more laughed at than 
luigbed wldK this is her pUght as being a 6a-year-oId "dummy." 
Cissy contributes warmth to the play.

FSU bas receivedagrant of $11,840 
for Its professional nurse trainee- 
ship program, extending for a year a 
contract with the US Oept. (rf Health. 
Education and Welfare under ^kbicb 
$419,276 previously has been re- 
ceived. 

Dean Vlvlim M. Duxbuiy at the 
School of Nursii^ said the exten- 
sion is for the tenth foil year of die 
program. The contract is for the 
period aiding in August, 1967. 

'The grants have made it possible 
for some R.N.'s who could not have 
financed the bachelor's degree, to 
come back to school," MlssDw^ury 
said. 'The program is aimed atiq>- 
grading the ecbicatlon of those R.N.'s 
holding administrative positions in 
teachtog or supervision or who have 
commitments to those jobs." 

The School of Nursing has been 
enabled to train 117 nurses since 
the Stan of the HEW program. Miss 
Duxbury said. Many of these have 
gone on for a master's d^ree and 
several for a doctorate degree. Some 
are now holding administrative posi- 
tions In Florida hospitals. 

The grant provides $200 a month 
to the nurse-student In addition to 
tuition, mileage and dependency al- 
lowance. There are six nurses hold- 
ing current tralneeships in FSU's 
School of Nursing.

Fajcic hit a combination of Sem- 
inole receivers for steady yardage, 
and Hammond connected with flanker 
Ron Sellers for a o2-yd. final TD 
burst. 

If the Red Raider defenders were 
barraged through the air, they were 
also pushed around on the ground. 
SeiTUnole ball-carriers gathered up 
250 \ ds. rushing. Bill .Moreman and 
Pajcic following .Mankins with 57 
and 39 yds., respectiveh . 

The ReJ KuiJer attack, while re- 
quired to take a back seat to Tribe 
heroics, nevertheless staged a fine 
exhibition of offense. Halfback .\llke 
Leinert scampered for 82 yds. in 
15 tries and end Larry Gilbert set 
a Texas Tech school and Seminole 
opponent record for pass receptions 
with 159 total yds. In 12 catches. 

FSU scored two quick touchdowns 
late in the first quarter and then 
steadily added to that margin for 
the win. The Seminoles set up the 
first score b\ recovering Raider 
slgnalcaller Jerry Sco\ ell's fumble 
on the Tech 11. Three plays later 
Mankins hauled in Pajcic's pass 
from the five, and when Pete Re- 



time Mankins provided the back- 
ground for his own fourth touch- 
down, featuring a 60-yd. scoot from 
his own 20 to Texas Tech's 20. 
Two plays later the Seminole full- 
back circled left end and picked 
up his fourth and final six points 
of the game. 
Again Roberts converted, and the 
score read 28-7. 

Scovell skirted right end for the 
second Texas Tech score late in the 
half, but kicker Ken \ inyard missed 
the extra point and the half ended 
with FSU on the br^t side of a 
28-13 ledger. 

The contest almost shaped into a 
defensive battle in the third quar- 
ter, but Scovell registered the third 
Tech touchdown with 7.22 remain- 
ing and the quarter ended FSU 28, 
Texas Tech 19. 

The quajrter-ending chopped up an- 
other Seminole drive.

We resent dealing with trivia, and this one standard, 
by itself, is indeed trivial. 

However, while unimportant by itself, it is indicativi 
of a larger problem — the University's excessive con- 
cern for the petty and the banal. 

Our efforts are nothinsj when compared to the vast 
network ol bureaucrats charged with the implimentation 
of similiar measures. 

This causes the University to shift its emphasis 
from its lofty academic ideals to the ridiculous. With 
each enforcement the University demeans itself, and 
we are a little bit humiliated. 

Our plight is further illustrative of the result. 
We too are drawn into this petty quicksand of inanity. 
Besides what we will deal with tomorrow there is 
another aspect to the problem. Such incidents, and 
such rules demonstrate the existence of another campus 
problem: intolerance. 

Many people seem to believe that no one has the 
right to offend them. 

Revealing a tremendous defect in their education, 
they feel perfectly justified in forcibly restraining 
others from any action they might not happen to 
like. 

They seem totally unaware of their responsibility 
to be tolerant (indeed, this subject is rarely mentioned 
at FSU). 

The point is that it is more important that people 
have this freedom than a few not be offended 

If you do not realize this, you are committiiifr a 
great wrong from a purely selfish motive, and you 
are going to have a roi^h time living in a society as 
ciiverse as ours.

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Mankins Grabs Spotlight 

Make way for Jim Mankins. The FSU fullback has 
snared a role in the spotlight which was long overdue 
by slamming across four touchctowns against Texas 

Tech in 30 minutes of play. 



Mankins is a California refugee 
who began his gridiron career with 
King Clt> high school in Golden 
Gate country. He was tapped by 
Bud Wilkinson for college frosh 
play at the University of Oklahoina. 
Of Wilkinson, he says, "The man 
Is a top coach and real good with 
the words; he makes the players 
want to give top performances." 

After playing both fullback and 
linebacker for Oklahoma in the day 
of one-platoon football, Mankins re- 
turned to his home state for a 
\ear with Hartnell Junior College 
at fullback and defensive end po- 
sitions. 

During June of 1964 Mankins jour- 
neyed east and joined Coach Peter- 
son's fightin' Seminoles. He suf- 
fered a shoulder separation before 
the '64 season began and, hence, 
was red-shirted during that banner 
Gator Bowl \ear. 

According to the husky fullback, 
"Red-shirting turned out to be a 
fortunate event, because I've been 
needed more in '65 and '66." 



Mankins has shown pass-catdiing 
ability this season to complement 
his straight-ahead power running. 
He nabs short aerials over the mid- 
dle and typically grinds forward 
for an extra five yds. or more. 

Mankins was FSU's leading ground 
gainer for '65 with 336 yds. in 85 
carries for a 4.0 average. He should 
surpass that performance this sea- 
son with ease. 

Furthermore. Mankins has tallied 
six big TD's this season, after 
having garnered only one last year. 
His bolts into the middle of the 
line have collected yardage when 
FSU has penetrated deep into op- 
position territory. 

In response to a question about the 
level of team morale following the 
Gator contest, Mankins replied, 
"Sure, it was the toughest kind of 
setbadc to take, but I knowthlsteam 
will be 'ready' for Its coming 
games."

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Library Again 

Students have a r^ht to know what the rules are. 

This is another reason why we are concerned about 
the recent action of library employees in enforcing 
social standards. 

The coeds who went to the library in shorts had 
learned the rules and were abiding by them. 

This is more than we can say for the library em- 
ployees or for the dorm counselors of various fresh- 
man dorms. 

This brings us to our final point, the principles of 
legality. 

As we have said before, "The crux of the princi- 
ple of legality is the imposition of law upon govern- 
ment." 

Government, whether it be that of th'e United States 
or merely the University administration, cannot be 
arbitrary. 

It cannot make up i-ules anci regulations on the spot. 

It can enact laws, but only in a prescribed manner, 
and then within limits. Having done so, it is bound 
to observe them. 

It therefore follows that if the social standards are 
unenforcable as we and the faculty have repeatedly 
been told, neither dorm counselors nor library staff 
members may decide on their own to enforce them. 

After having several times requested clarification 
from various sources, we now say what we should 
have said in the beginning. 

Under existing University regulations students are 
free to ignore the social standards. 

Though you may be told to leave the library if you 
happen to be wearing shorts or slacks, you need 
not conqjly.

Concerning the death of Gi d movement, Dick Clayton's "Reaction" 
is a fair appraisal of the situaUon at this early pulnt. Besides summar- 
izing s me of Dr. William Hamilton's statements, Clayton raises three 

vital questl ns. 

First, how is it possible for us t . envision the death ■>{ God by modem 
culture as s .mething other than a concrete event? Hamilton cannot pin- 
point God's exit from society's needs in chronological or hlsti rical 
language. His semantics are revolutionary insofar as rhey deal with a 
concept f G d (or, if you will, the proper name. Cod) that no one seems 
to understand. 

An additional prooien. here is the fact that by trying to avoid traditional 
language in his descripti.n .f the reconcUiatl .n of God with man, Hamil- 
ton slips int a metaphysics that he unconsciously recognizes as empirical 
or secula.r happenings, because they are ordered ultimately. Emerson W 
Shidele: hs- ssid: "If the only way to find a bUliard ball on a table were 
to t uch It with the cue, we would be aware of our own participation in 
the event.' (Theology Today, July, 1960, p. 194.) 

Sec ondly, Hamilton freely identifies with Jesus. Clayton thinks that this 
choice is arbitrary, whereas others have found evidence for taking the 
other side. Call this a bilk, if y u refuse to believe in the literature of 
the ages. Since the basis for our iJy linguistic analysis of God Is through 
Jesus, this must be our foundation. Then like the theology of the Apostolic 
Age, American death of Godlsm becomes Chrlstology.That Is, theology 
is part of Christology, not vice-versa. 
Thirdly, Clayton wonders whether the death of God movement is 

positive and optimistic. We could rephrase it as the realization of Christ 
m .ement, to cancel his doubts. His question, however, points up the 

p ossibility of manserl usly making a lesser substitution of the Incarnation 

for the Trinity — if c . mparison at all be possible. 

Another catchy article is Vernon Server's "The Ust Will of God." 

His document pictures God as a bold youth In the Old Testament, an 

adult in the New Testament, and now as am emeraent anarchist, as one 

having the personality of Id age. 

God dies, and bequeaths full responsibility for man to man. I like to 

think that Sarver Is telling us cryptically that mankind fails because he 

attributes the personalities and lifetimes of his kind and his society to 

an Infinite oeing.

Among plans for the future,Gon- 
zalez cited the establishment of a 
European travel bureau to set up 
special student tours, a National 
Student Discount program, a tutor- 
ial program for under pri- 
vileged children and a President's 
Host Bureau. 

Other projects Include a recreation 
program for Alumni Village, an 
alternate food plan, an office of 
Academic Affairs and improvement 
of the Inter-Class Council. 

In business considered by Senate 
a bill was introduced that would 
change primary election dates from 
Tuesdays ro Wednesdays and run- 
offs from Fridays to Mondays, The 
bill was referred to the Elections 
and Appointments committee for 
further study. 

Also introduced was a bill enti- 
tled "An Act to Establish the Of- 
fice of Academic Affairs." Included 
in this bill was a provision for a 
Secretary of Academic Affairs who 
would serve as part of the Pres- 
ident's cabinet. 

Another inclusion of the bill is 
a Student Advisory Council to con- 
sider and study all problems of a 
curricular social, cultural and In- 
tellectual nature which have proven 
detrimental to student academic 
progress. 

Bill VI, introduced oy Pete Cro- 
well, would take away the Presi- 
dent's power to appoint students to 
fill vacancies arising in Senate dur- 
ing the year and give this power 
to the vice-president of the student 
body whose duty it Is to preside 
ov«r Senan.

FSU Starts With New Calendar 



Paradox 



One of the most paradoxical aspects of the univer- 
sity is that a concern for academic freedom is ac- 
companied by a policy of social restrictiveness. 

We can think. We just can't do anything about it. 
In earlier times these policies were usually based 
upon the pretext of being necessary for the preser- 
vation of the social (moral) order. 

Following this line of thought, the tmiversity tries 
to equate social acceptability with academic quality, 
somehow assuming that a moral, polite, well-dressed 
student body is a well educated one. 

In so far as the policy is relevant, and successful, 
it will indeed prevent the decline of the moral order. 
But it will also prevent any improvement. 
However, tMs rationalization is becomii^ outdated. 
In this age of psychology, a new more sophisticated 
ratificati<Hi has come to the fore. Specifically, that 
the university's great mission is to produce well ad- 
Justed students. 

Too often it is predicatedupon the idea thata^ustment 
per se is a good thing. 

Thus, students who dissent, who picket and protest, 
are maladjusted — the need is counseling. 

At the operational level, any remaining good intentions 
are lost because most <k the people, who actually do 
the counseling, know nothing about psychology and are 
chosen because they are merely "well adjusted" them- 
selves. 

As a result we pride ourselves in producing students 
who are well adjusted to war. social injustice and moral 

hypocrisy. 

Regardless of tiie justification, then a consequence 
of the policy is that the university is placed in the 
position of encouraging thought, on the one hand, and 
pu nish i iy the resulting action, on the other. 

Students who don't think, or who are considered by 
the university as not doing it well, may eventually 
be expelled. 

Students who satisfy the academic requirements, or 
even excell, but who also happen to act upon what 
they have learned, are frequently in the same danger. 

It is this sort of situation iiiiich has caused many 
to conclude that the {dace to learn something us^ul, 
is not the university.

"An academic calendar for year- 
round operation is propoa«d consist- 
ing of four quarters aCsqualtnstxnc- 
tlonal capabilities." The fall term 
will be longer than the other terms 
In order to allowfor proper oitenu- 
tlon of new smdenis and to allow 
time to nglster for the entlz* 
acadtailc year (i,e. three quanert) 
at am time, «ule only two days of 
registration will be allowed for ike 
other quarters. Tfas calaodar has 
srhertiiled obIj; one com m encema a t 
In Jims but easily permits ta» In 
August If It is dsMaed desirable. 
The proposed cataidsr fnlflUed 
mzy guideline approved by dM 
Council of Presidents. It must be 
emphaaizsd. however, that it Is a 
very tight inillTatlnn of space of 
every day, available, providing 
little. If any. tbne for pnqwratlon 
between the winter and the spring, 
tad tbt spring and summer terms. 
A sitflclenc variety of courses will 
be scheduled In each quarter to pro- 
vide normal progress toward a de- 
gree irrespective of the term of 



entrance. Quarter system 
will sMet for 50-nilnute periods.

Oceanographic 

Institute Receives Gr^s 



FSU's Oceanographic Institute has 
received grants totalling $59,400 
from the National Science Founda- 
tion (NSF) for research in the .Ant- 
arctic, Latin America and Florida. 

An NSF gram of $28,500 went to 
Dr. Carl Oppenheimer, director of 
FSU's Oceanographic Institute, for 
Antarctic research. The title of the 
grant Is "Microbiological Deter- 
minants In the Land-Sea Boundary 
Zone for Marine Productivity Off 
Anvers Island." 

Oppenheimer will head a team of 
three other scientists in a two- 
month stay at Palmer Island in the 
Antarctic in Januaiy and February 



of next year. The group will collect 
specimens during tbe Antarctic 
"summer" and return wldl tibem to 
FSU for evaluation. 

In addition to Oppenheimer, the 
team Includes Profs. Detlef Wamke 
and Wilhelm Schwartz and graduate 
student Joe Rlchter. 

Under a similar NSF grant last 
year, a FSU team collected samples 
from the floor of dtai Amaictlc 
Ocean. 

Oppenheimer and Schwartz have 
received another grant of $30,900 
entitled "Microbial Weathering Ac- 
tion on Limestone, Ptiosphorltlc 
Rocka and AlnmlnoslUcates."

We welcome Gov. Burns' proclamation announcing 
today as United Nations Day. 

Now. as we are in the midst of war it is only fitting 
that we pause to recognize and en^.jjhasize the fact 
that a potential remedy for this and many other prob- 
lems exists already and is only awaiting our support. 

While the UN has not yet achieved its full potential 
as a peacemaker, this does not mean that it is in- 
capable of doing so. 

It is no reason to lose faith. 

Rather, it is a reason for lending your support 
We realize that fulfillment will not come about un- 
til we recognize that national violence is as inac- 
ceptable in the world society as individual violence 
is within the nation. 
National interests may always exist, but they can be 
expressed in an orderly way throi^h an international 
legal structure. These interests must be subordina- 
ted to international justice. Then conflicts can be 
arbitrated in the courtroom rather than on the battle- 
field. Besides being perhaps the only force capable 
of preventing man's self-destruction, the UN has much 
to offer in other fields. 

Already it has shown that despite their diversity, 

the peoples of the world can cooperate in efforts to 
solve the problems which have plagued mankind ever 
since it has existed: racial inequality, poverty and 
disease. 

More than that it has given us international under- 
standing. 

The United Nations not only offers us peace then, 

it also shows us how to live together once this has 
been achieved. It has sharpened our idealism and 
given us hope. 

We are therefore justifiably proud of <mr students 
who are supporting this organization. 

We speak specifically of the International Club which 
is organizing with Florida A&M students a model 
UN general assembly this week. 

Students are encouraged to attend these sessions 
to learn more about the UN and the problems which 
confront it. 

Furthermore, we urge them to join us in saying 
to the peacemaker, the humanitarian and the healer. 
Happy Birthday United NationsI We are sure this is 
only the beginning.

FSU recorded its first shutout in seven games as the Seminoles penned the 
Mississippi State Bulldogs 10-0 Saturday night at Canq>bell Stadium. 
The blanking was the Tribe's first since it pounded Wake Forrest at last year's 
Homecoming, 35-0. 



Booters Beat JU 

FSU booters preserved 
their unblemished record 
Saturday when they edged 
rival Jadtsonvllle Univer- 
sity 5-4 on the Tribe soccer 
field. 

The Seminole klckera 
scored the winning goal in 
the last three minutes after 
the Dolphins had rallied to 
knot the ledger at 4-4. 



The name of Saturday's game was 
defense on both sides, the scrappy 
Maroons limiting FSU to a second 
quarter touchdown by Gary Pajclc 
and a 25-yd field goal In the final 
period by Pete Robens for the on- 
ly scoring. 

Mississippi State's attack was ef- 
fectively throttled by the Meeces, 
allowing the Maroons to drive only 
as deep as the FSU 29 in the 
third quarter of play. The "Dogs 
deepest penetration in the first half 
was the Seminole 49. 

"The defense played real well," 
said Coach Bill Peterson. "They 
came u'lrough with a fine effort. 
Mississippi State has a fine defense 
also. That was pretty much the 
ball game." 

The Mlssissippians controlled the 
ball for most of the first quar- 
ter, but Seminole defenders would 
not let them pass midfield. Just 
as the Bulldogs started to move 
from their own ^2 on a third and 
five sltuati n, an Illegal procedure 
penalty pushed them back, and the 
drive fizzled. 

The Tribe responded with an at- 
tack of its own, but this time the 
Maroons' defense stepped in, as 
linebacker Calvin Harrison picked 

off a Pajclc pass. 

Midway through the second period, 
linebacker Mike Blatt set up the 
Seminoles' touchdown, .\fter chop- 
ping away at the Bulldogs' signal- 
caller Don Saget for most f the

knocked away the football for an 
FSU fumble recovery. 

Back in business on the Mississippi 
State 26, Pajclc connected with tight 
end Chip Glass twice and handed 
off to running back BUI Moreman 
twice to get the SemUoles down to 
the two. The Tribe quarterback then 
circled right end two times, and on 
the second try dived into touchdown 
territ 'ry. 

Roberts' kick gave FSU a 7-0 
ha if time lead. 

The Seminoles attempted to score 
again in the third quarter, but from 
the Bulldogs' 10, Roberts' field goal 
try was no good. 

The Maroons came right back and 
sustained a drive down to the Sem- 
inoles' 29, but placeklcker Jimmy 
Neill also failed t j hang three points 
on the sc 'reboard. 

FSU finally proved that they cuuld 
move on the 'Dogs, when with 3:49 
left in the third quarter, Pajclc 
mixed his running and passing to 
get the Tribe to the Mlssissippians' 
13. The quarter ended at that point, 
and 45 seconds into the final per- 
iod, Roberts booted a field goal 
from the 25 to register FSU's last 
score.

High made himself clear, from the first of that 
campaign, that he was not a segregationist and that 
he was opposed to any such doctrine in state govern- 
ment. 

EDUCATION 
"Florida's progress is tied to the quality of Its 
educati <n. We must recognize our deficiencies, de- 
fine ur goals, take Immediate action to insure the 

future of our state and of our children and take 
c nslderation of our education needs and : ;:ie 
ecunoniics involved,' High said in his pla'i rm 
statement n education. 

He added in a speech at the U of F in August, 
"1 will ask adoption of a constitutional guarantee of 
intellectual and political freedom of our acadenuc 
community." 

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT 
"1 think It is proven that capital punishment is 
not a deterrent of crime," Is the statement by High 
which most simply describes his position on the 
topic. 

TAXES 

According to a comment High made in his policy 
statement on taxes, "1 am against new taxes and am 
especially concerned about the property tax." 

He added that he felt the varied property tax 
systems across the state needed considerable im- 
provement to provide a fair means of such taxation. 

In Jacksonville, concerning taxation of businesses 
High stated that he was "pro-business and anti- 
tax." 

Roben King High represents the urban Democrat 
of today, setting the pattern forthose that follow. In 
the Kennedy image, he runs his can paign for the 
city resident while looking out for the country 
cousins, or "Pork choppers," as their representa- 
tives have been labeled in the past. 

Nov. 8, however, will be the day, as High is ex- 
pected to meet the stlffest Republican competiUon 
since reconstruction days.

A major overhaul of every aca- 
demic department on campus has 
been made necessary with the in- 
tr 'ducii(jn of the quarter system 
at FSL next fall. 
The new system will cause bocks, 
number of credit h urs, fees and 
especially the c-mt-iu ;f courses 
to be altered. However, the quar- 
ter system certainlv has decided 
advantages. Dr. Francis G. Town- 
send, head of the English dept., 
said In his address at the West- 
minster House Coffee Hour last 
week. 

The quarter system is presently 
being used at more than 200 col- 
leges and universities throi^hout the 

US. 

The school year will last from 
Sept. 15 to June 15 for the aver- 
age, three-term student. Each quar- 
ter of three m.onths is in con- 
trast with the present two terms 
of four months each. 



Ten weeks of instmction per term 
will replace tlie present 15 weeks. 
An additional week for registra- 
tion and orientation at the begin- 
ning of the quarter and a week 
for exams and "cleaning up" at 
the end will be allotted. 
Under the new system there will 
oe no Saturday classes. The pre- 
sent arrangement of 55 minute Mon- 
day-Wednesday-Friday classes and 
one hour and 2S-minute Tuesday- 
Thursday classes will be contin- 
ued. 

The advantages of the system will 
afford a more even distribution of 
students amoi^ all terms which will 
bener utilize campus facilities and 
lessen excess overcrowding (hiring 
any one term. 

This, In tum, will promote more 
flexibility in registration because a 
student can go any three quarters 
of the y^ar he cteoses, receiving 
equal credit for each term. 

In fact, a student could attend all

Since the average student 
will be attending sch -1 three terms 
per year instead of two, he has a 
chance to take more and varied, 
courses during the same length 
of time. 

Every department has reworked its 
curriculum, resulting in "internal 
debate," Townsend explained. The 
English dept. for example, was no 

exception.

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Florida Cabinet Approves 
New University System

(The following was taken from the 
AP wire) The Florida cabinet yes- 
terday approved a new university 
system, operating code which gen- 
erally limits student activities to 
"the educational objealves of the 
university." 

A new section entitled "Student 
Freedom and Responsibility," said 
a Regents spokesman, parallels aca- 
demic freedom policies established 
f r instructors some years ago. 

Gov. Hay don Bums said consid- 
eration of the revised code was 
delayed two weeks because some 
pr pos.'.ls "were in complete con- 
flict with the p-jllcies of all other 
depanments "f the state." 

The new cude would give the uni- 
versity final authority in admitting 
student gr lUps to the campus, allow 
It t require "diversity of contm 
and ijjlance . f . pinion" in student 
f rum? and pass on the distribution 
and c intent of pamphlets and pe- 
tit i< ns. 

Students will have the freedom and 
assembly s. I ng as gatherings do 
not disrupt the educati nal program 
or conflict with state >r local laws, 
according to the docum.ent. 

The code requires "authorized stu- 



dent publications (to) maintain high 
standards of jouniallstic responsl- 
biiity, consistent with the aims and 
cliaracter of the institution." It 
makes the university president the 
publisher and, hence, the final Mi- 
thority, 

Tlie bulky manual provides for 
titter control of accoimt ability be- 
tween the universities and the cen- 
tral regents' office, said an of- 
ficial. 

He said it also clarified the de- 
finition of the non-Florida student, 
^Ato pays a higher tuition, and lib- 
eralizes the provision. 

Out-<rf-state students who hold ath- 
letic scholarships, students who 
come under an exchange plan of 
another special program, gradufte 
assistants and fellows can obtain 
waivers. 

Tl>e spolcesman said tlie manua.' 
defines the areas of responsibility 
between the Regents board, chan- 
cellor and presidents. It provides 
for the retirement of tlie chan- 
ceUor at age 65, with the regents 
an option to waive rttlre- 
ment. It allows these persons to 
remain emidoyed in a teaching po- 
sition up to age 70.

Campus Species 

(Reprinted from April 2. 1965 issue of the FLAMBEAU) 



We would like to devote today's editorial to the in- 
terest of science. We don't want to scare off any non- 
science majors, but we do wish to go into some detail 
on our subject and will probably use some pretty obscure 
scientific terms. 

The subject we referred to is the classification of 
the various species of student animals that inhabit the 
University. The general species (monstrous tri- 
mesterum) has manysub-species.phylums, andparties. 
We would like to list a few of the sub-species for the 
benefit of all administrators (who seem to believe stu- 
dents are classified by number only), guests of the 
University, and wild g-anie hunters. 

POLITICUS VOCIFEROUS (commonly called "Polys"). 
Despite the similarity of name the only thing this sub- 
species has in common with parrots is the ability to 
talk. . . a lot. Its natural habitat is the third floor of the 
University Union except during mating season when it 
can be found in abundance in and surrounding freshmen 
women's dorms, smiling. . . a lot. Mating season us- 
ually comes shortly after the beginning of the second 
trimester and lasts for about a month (witii the excep- 
tion of 1965 when chie to an increased number of the 
species the smiling lasted much longer). 

The mating call of the POLITICUS VOCIFEROUS 
ranges from loud, disorganized yelling sounds to trum- 
pet blasts, cannon shots, and singing, usually all at the 
same time. 

ABDOMINUS ACHOHOLUS (commonly called beer 
guts). This species inhabits the university. It only exists 
as a monosexual animal, that sex being male. It is 
believed there are some females of the specie, but higher 
authorities have said there aren't supposed to be, so 
we'll take their word for it. The feeding habits of this 
animal are a wonder to behold. It exists for the most 
part on processed hops, barley and malt, which it ex- 
tracts through two small holes in cans that are found 
growing in service stations around the university. It 
may be found attending class on Wecteesdays only, and 
then again it may not. 

FRATERNUM CLASSICUS (commonly called "Gre- 
eks"). This sub-species has devised a system of com- 
munal living that is unique in the University. It's very 
unique that they survive the system. This is not a natural 
species as it is a mutation of another sub-species, In- 
dependentus G.D. Before the mutation from Indepen- 
dentus to Fraternum occurs, the animal must unrlergo 
a rigorous training period. Those who survive can be 
identified by shiny objects pinned to the left breast and 
ancient Greek letters pasted on the glass of their 
vehicles. 

INDEPENDENTUS, G.D. (commonly called GDI's). 

This sub-species can be identified by the lack of shiny 
objects pinned to the left breast and the lack of ancient 
Greek letters on the glass of theirvehicles.lt is feared 
that new means of identification may have to be fountl 
as the sub-species seems to be adopting these mark- 
ings in greater abundance, especially on the glass of 
their vehicles. Their natural habitat is a dormitory, 
usually across the hall from a Fraternum Classicus; 
both have their doors tightly locked. 
STUDIUM CONSTANTUS (commonly called "scholar"). 
This animal has been found in only limited quantities 
and little is known about him. In particular, very few 
seem to know how the hell he does it.

Marriage Service Answers 'Whats'

That simple phrase "I do" Is often 
f Uowed by the infinitely more com- 
plicated "what?", as so many cou- 
ples planning or experiencing mar- 
riage dlsc^^ver. Help in answering 
'-.ne "whats" and "hows" of marital 
problems is provided by the Pre- 
Marrlage and Marriage Counseling 
Service In Bldg. A. 

The service, run by the School of 
Social Welfare, Dept. of Sociology 
and Dept. of Home and Family Life, 
takes the stand that "most 'normal' 
people have the potential to arrive 
at workable solutions to their prob- 
lems," as worded by Dr. John 
Greene, director of the clinic. 

Thr lugh the talking out process. 
;ples determine for themselves 

. h counseling direction, the best 
solution to their doubts, which might 
be continuing the relationsh^ or 
terminating it. 

In the latter case explainedGreene, 
termination would be h a ndled to In- 
volve tbe least unnecessary guilt, 
disillusionment and bitterness. 

According to Greene andDr.Phil^) 
Cooke, clinical supervisor, stud«it 
marriages, excluding those per- 
formed under duress by parents of 
pregnant girls, are no more vulner- 
able to failure than general popula- 
tion marriages. 

Of course, they conceeded, the stu- 
dent marrleds are likely to be ex- 
p.jsed to a mlrlad of problems that 
may rarely come up in the later 
marriage. The usual college prob- 
lems are often expressed through 
the marriage and so, new tensions 
can be built between the two, Greene 
explained. 



Particular conflicts may arise In 
the union where the wife has quit 
school and wnrks to support putting 
her husband through school. The 
husband inevitably grows away In- 
tellectually from the working wife 
who, in turn, may resent "helping" 
her husband leave her behind. 

"Ideally," said Cooke, "bothpart- 
ners should be allowed to continue 
their schooling." 

Present hostility of the University 
and the general community towards 
young marriages seriously handi- 
cap, if not totally prevent, chances 
of both spouses to continue sQbool 
attendance, Greene, who also 
teaches undeigraduate courses In 
maiTli^e, claimed. 

Policies of student services pretty 
much ignore tbe non-student spmise, 
and few provisions are in effect to 
help out the young couple. ' The Uni- 
versity needs to pay as much atten- 
tion to tbe needs of the married 
students as it does to those tA the 
unmarried," he explained. 

y^^rosimately one-fourth of the 
FSU student population, 3,000 Stu- 
dents is married. 

Such studies are the daily course 
of the center which is run imder the 
Standards of the American Assoc. of 
Marriage Counselors. 

Available to anyone, the counseli n g 
is conducted by studoits in the inter- 
divisional doctoral program in mar- 
riage and family living. The four 
student counselors are all married 
themselves, have completed their 
master's degree requirements and 
have hadprofessionale^qteriencefor 
some time before enrolling in the 
program. 

"The counseling series," said 
Cooke, "Is an exploratory check-tq> 
f he partlci^aits: it is not de-

Six Counseling sessions, one per 
week, are the usual gamut forcoun- 
selees. 

"Standardized marriage prediction 
tests are given to the participants, 
but the center doesn't put too much 
stock in the resultant scores," 
Cooke continued. "The sampling 
population used for standardization 
was taken In the 1940's and so, is 
liable to throw the absolute scores 
off a considerable degree." 

"However, for clinical purposes, 
the results give clues as to what to 
look into In tbe relationship," 
Greene added. 

Counselors look for particular 
characteristics for a successful 
marxlage. "Tbe couples' education, 
age, racial backgrotuid,etlmic back- 
ground, social class and value sys- 
tems are considered," Greene con- 
tlmied. 

"Research has shown" Cooke said, 
"that whatever the background, a 
similarity between tbe two is a 
brighter prospect." 

Using the same statement, two 
FLA.MBEAU reponers who took the 
test felt tiiat the exam was a weak 
indication of marrital success; a 
counselee's exam is scored without 
reference to his fiance's answers. 

The fact ttiat scores are reported 
in percentiles, representing poten- 
tial success in marrli^e that is 
based on outdated questions and out- 
dated standardization, was quite un- 
impressive. 

Percentages are determined inflve 
categories: background, personal- 
ity, Kogasemeat history, ei^aganent 
success and compatibility. Forms 
are filled out by each participant 
without consultii^ his paitner and 
scored separately from his mate's 
half of tbe test. 

The FLAMBEAU "couple" tbougla 
that a comparison of personality and 
bad^rouod would be more informa- 
tive and valid than separate evalua- 
dons. 

Unrevealed to the counseling cen- 
ter, tbe same r^zters sat in two 
counseling setttons under Doris 
Hewitt. 

Two points in their "relationsb^)" 
needed talking about, according to 
Mrs. Hewitt.These were die person- 
ality of one and their sexual rela- 
tionship. 

A coiqtle's sexual relationship, 
though not a main difficulty, may 
pose some question between tbe two, 
said Greoie. 

Tbe service, explained Cooke, does 
not evaliute the relatlonsh^) but, 
rather, how each pertnerfcels about 
it. A coiq;>le' should be comfortable 
with each other, he said. 

It is important that tbe right ex- 
pression and meaning for the parti- 
cular pair show up. No extent in the 
affair is considered any more 
"healthy" than another. 

Counselors hold the phllosopfay that 
sexual activity is a gradual stqiplng 
up to the ultimate - intercourse. 
Through this understanding they do 
not criticize the couple's relation- 
ship, only their acceptance of it. 

As Mrs. Hewitt explained. "Y«I 
can't go from a good night kiss to 
intercourse In one honeymoon 
night." On these grounds, no couple 
Is advised as to proper sexual be- 
havior. 

Problems may arise from an In- 
appropriate relationship or uncom- 
fortable feelings toward the sit- 
uation. 

"For example," said Cooke, "a 
couple, who got married earlier than 
they had planned because the woman 
became pregnant, was having prob- 
lems four years later as they felt 
that they had to get married and did 
not have the choice that most cou- 
ple have."

Increasing numbers of young peoj^ 
In Florida are using "goof-balls" 
and "pepHJiIls," Sute Sen. Louis 
de la Parte of Tampa told the Flori- 
da Juvenile Court Fonim at FSU 
recently. 

The I^^lator, chairman of the 
Interim Legislative Committee on 
Juvenile Deli nq u e n c y, said his com- 
mittee will make the following three 
recommendations designed to pre- 
vent and treat delinquency. 

1. ) A division of youth services 
should be created which would be 
responsible for c ordlnating and 
continually evaluating services to 
youth. 

2. ) The after care program, which 
at present is only implemented on 
a 50 percent basis due to shortage 
of funds, shoidd become a full time 
program. 

3. ) "We must provide for the finger 
printing of juvenile delinquents, 14 
years of age or over, who have 
committed a violation of law which 
would amijunt to a felony. 

"These finger prints should then be 
sent to the Florida Sheriffs Bureau 
and kept In a separate fOe," de la 
Pane said. 

/'No copies should remain at the 
local police or be provided to the 
FBI. When a latent print is f ^und 
at the scene of a crime it can be 
sent to the sheriff's bureau as 
weU as the FBI for comparison," 
he added.

Tventy-nine students walking out in a protest 
of procedure highlighted the regional Model As- 
sembly meeting of the Collegiate Council of U- 
nited Nations (CCUN), Saturday afternoon at the 
State Capitol House Chamber. 

David Haines, of Florida Presbyterian College, 
stated that the walkout was "a protest of the 
illegal procedures instigated by the chair." 

He spoke in reference to President of the As- 
sembly Josef Rajbansec, an asst. prof, at FSU 
working on his PhD. 

Students left during a discussion of an amend- 
nent pertaining to the admission of Red China 
to the UN. They r^resented all blocs of the 
UN and five of the eight participating schools. 
Delegates firom FSU, FAMU. JU. Floijlda Pres- 
byterian, and St. Petersburg Junior College staged 
the protest. 

Other schools attending the Assembly were Gibbs 
Junior College. Florida Atlantic Univesity, and 
Florida Southern University. 

Randy Campbell. Florida Presbyterian student 
representing the Soviet Union for the Model As- 
sembly, asserted "this is the most flagrant vio- 
lation of parliamentary procedure I have seen 
in my life." 

When asked for specific reasons, leader Haines 
said, "He completely ignored delegates wishing 
to argue for the admission of Red China, re- 
fused to take a division of the house on close 
'voice votes, illegally proposed amendments, and 
generally violated principles of CCUN." 

Campbell charged Rajbansee with "refusing to 
recognize points of personal privilege and de- 
nying some delegates their rig^it to change their 
vote or register it. The name calling engaged 
In bi the chair was the lowest thing I have ever 
seen." 

Haines added, "There were motions from the 
chair. Let's not den\ this... .There was so much 
confusion on the floor that some countries se- 
conded what they tlmught to be motions ftx)m the 
chair." 

Rajbansee later met with the dissidents and was 
confronted with ttese charges. He a>mmented that 
"as president I have to see the rules are main- 
tained,"

Jay Gross, FSU sophomore, charged Rajbansee 
with contributing to the confusion on the floor 
by not knowing the exact contents of amendments 
at hand. 

Rajbansee replied, "I don't have to listen to 
his amendment." 

Harris James of FAMU condemned Rajbansee, 
saying, "1 didn't mean chat \ou were not famil- 
iar with parliamentary procedure, 1 meant that 
you knew enough to evade it beautifully." 

Allen Foster, regional director of CCUN stated, 
"I've never seen a conference yet where people 
haven't walked out, but this one was for dif- 
ferent reasons." 

According to one student, walkouts are normally 
staged as symbolic protests of issues. This hap- 
pened Saturday morning when the Nationalist China 
delegate rose to speak and the Communist bloc 
walked out. 

Foster commented on the serious protest. "The 
reason for the protest, 1 heard, was that they 
didn't care for the procedure. In the Model UN 
the procedure is difterent from that of parlia- 
mentary procedure. I think that he (l^ajbansee) 
did a decent job in view of the circumstances." 

Randy Campbell, one of the protesting delegates 
said, "We are not dissatisfied with CCUN', FSU, 
or FAMU. It is the chair." 

Freddie Brooks, of FAMU, noted that the first 
and second choices for this position were unable 
to attend, and that Rajbansee volunteer? ! for the 
job of President of the Assembly. 

Protesting delegates attempted to enter the House 
chamber and explain their actions. rhe> were 
granted entrance, but tried to gain the floor by 
mounting the platform of the president. They were 
ruled out of order and retired to the gallery. 

The General Assembly then took up final mea- 
sures on voting on Red China's admission. Of 
the 74 members remaining on the floor, 50 voted 
against admission, 20 voted for admission, and 4 
member cotunries abstained. The two-thirds vote 
necessary to admit Red China was not amassed. 

After the General Assembly finished Its busi- 
ness Director Foster gained the floor and de- 
scribed upcoming activities of CCUN. The As- 
sembly voted to hold another session in Tal- 
lahassee next year and adjourned.

Then each person went on to master the policies of 
the country he was representing, anri the rationale of 
these policies regarding the topic of debate, which this 
year was the admission of Red China to the United 
Nations. 

This was required not only so the delegate could 
faithfully and convincingly argue the position of the 
country he represented (rather than merely advancing 
his own views on the subject) but also so that all the 
participants would come away with a realization of 
why the various countries took a particular viewpoint. 

Before the general session, block meetings were 
held during which delegates were "button-holed" and 
block stragedy developed. 

In the actual General Assembly, the parlimentary 
skill (though somewhat hampered by the president's 
actions) and the knowledge of the variety of foreign 
policies exhibited by the delegates was remarkable. 

Thus, for participants and observers alike, the Model 
UN was a valuable exercise in international under- 
standing and in the purposes, problems, and procedures 
of the United Nations. 

We therefore offer our congratulatiuii.-; to th )-- who 
were responsible for the success of this worthy 
endeavor, particularly the students of FSU and Florida 
A&M. 

Hopefully, from their efforts will grow more support 
for the United Nations, and more interest in the 
critical issues of our time.

Homecoming Mastery Treat, 23-21

With fiendish glee, the VPI Gobblers reached into their bag of tricks and supplied 
a happy homecoming crowd with a 23-21 treat over FSU at Blacksburg Saturday. 



The ABC-televised battle was the 
third of a seiiesof embarrassments 
that the Seminoles have suffered at 
the hands of the Blacksbuig 
bewltchers on homecoming day. 

The order of the day for the Tribe 
was "mistakes ."which were plenti- 
ful and costly. The alert Vli^glnla 
Tech team was quick to pounce on 
stray Seminole blunders and con- 
vert them into scores. 

"The VPI team is a fine one," 
said Coach BUI Peterson after the 
game. 'They are great op- 
portunists." 

Bill Moreman tallied the three 
Seminole scores, and shared hero's 
laurels in a losing cause with the 
passing extravaganza instituted by 
Gary Pajcic and Ron Sellers. 

The Terrific Two eclipsed sch ol 
records between them, with Pajcic 
compiling 312 yds. through the air- 
ways in 53 attempts, and Sellers 
tying Fred Biltenikoff's Gatur Bowl 
record with 13 catches for 138 yds. 

Moreman's performance was over- 
shadowed by the play of his two up- 
In-the-alr teammates. The FSU run- 
ning back skipped three yds. for the 
first Seminole score, and made a 
neat grab of a Pajcic aerial for a 
third period six-pointer. Moreman 
sprinted wide for die final touch- 
down from six yds. out. 

After missing a crucial try for a 
first quarter field gual, placekicker 



Pete Roberts contributed three extra 
points to the Tribe's ill -fated effort. 
The higlillgtits of the contest: 
FSU drove from their own 29 to 
the Gobblers' 10 following the kick- 
off, but a Moreman fumble took a 
lltde steam out of the drive, and 
Roberts' ensuing three-points try 
was wide. 
Near the end of the first quaner, 
dropback passer Kim Hammond 
entered the game to pull the 
Seminoles out of a hole at tlieir 
own 13. Hammond dropped back to 
throw the Tribe out of trouble, when 
several Hokie dtfenders also 
decided to drop Hammond back for 
a safety. 

The two-point play spurred the 
Techmen into driving from the FSU 
44 for their first touciulown — a Tom- 
my Stafford to Ken Barefoot 13-yd. 
toss.

There was still time left in the 
third period, and the maddened Tribe 
roared right back with its final 
touchdown. This time Moreman 
traveled six yds. for the score. 

In the fourth perl 'd, Pajcic rallied 
his forces again and mustered an 
attack down to the VFl 6-inch line. 
With f unh and goal, Jim Manklns 
carried and tried to bull llis way 
thr ugh a pile-up, but officials niled 
that the ball never got over. 

In the final moments of action, the 
Tribe was again knocking on the 
door, but this time the Gobblers 
took them. selves out of danger by 
collecting their second interception 
of the afteni' n.
